Overpo wered After Desperate Strug­ 


gle. 


M adrid, April 14.—Fo r 
the thiixl 
tim e in his reign King Alfo nso narro w ­ 
ly escaped being the victim o f an an­ 
arch ist attem pt against his life. Thro e 
sho ts were fired at the king in the 
streets o f the capital by a native o f 
Barcelo na, Rafael Sanchez Allegro , 
■who was o verpo w ered Im m ediately. 
King Alfo nso o wes his escape to hia 
o w n co urage, quickness and skilled 
ho rsem anship. 
Acco mpanied by hia 
staff he was riding alo ng the Calle do - 
Aleala, returning fro m the cerem o ny 
o f sw earing in recruits, when a man 
sprang fro m the sidewalk and seized 
th e bridle o f the king’s ho rse with o ne 
hand, 
presenting 
a 
revo lver 
po int 
blank with the o ther. 
The king, realizing the situatio n, 
w ith lightning rapklity dug his spurs 
Into 
his ho rse, 
which 
reared. 
His 
quickness saved his life. 
The bullet, 
instead o f burying itself in the king’s 
breast, struck the ho rae o n the neck 
and so clo se was it that the king's 
left hand glo ve was blackened by the 
po wder discharge. 
Befo re the assailant was able to pull 
the trigger again a secret service man 
sprang upo n him. The two men fo il to 
th e gro und, lo cked in each o th er’s 
arm s, struggling furio usly. 
The as­ 
sassin m anaged to free his revo lver 
arm ami fired two m o re sho ta in rapid 
successio n, but the o fficer kno cked his 
arm aside and th e bullets flew harm ­ 
lessly thro ugh the air. 
At the so und o f the first sho t the 
king's staff fo rced their ho rses o n the 
sidewalk and m ade a ring aro und the 
assassin, who fo ught fiercely in the 
grip o f fo ur po licem en befo re he was 
o verpo w ered and handcuffed. 


King Give* Military Salute. 


King Alfo nso , as so o n as he saw th at 
the man ha d been Becured, raised him ­ 
self in the stirrups, turned to the 
cro w d, 
gave a 
m ilitary salute 
and 
sho uted in a ring ing vo ice: 
"Lo ng Live Spain.’’ 
He then dism o unted and reassured 
his staff, saying: 
"It is no thing, gentlem en." 
Then upro se a mighty ro ar fro m the 
wildly 
enthusiastic 
m asses, 
which 
ro lled alo ng in great w astes o f so und 
all the way as the king ro de to the 
palace, co o l, co llected and smiling. 
A spectato r, a pensio ner ro yal hal­ 
berdier, pushed fo rward 
so im petu­ 
o usly to o ffer his co ngratulatio ns to 
the m o narch th at he was m istaken fo r 
ano ther assassin and was arrested. 
He was released as so o n as the mis­ 
take was disco vered. A yo ung French­ 
m an, who was standing beside Allegro , 
was also arrested, but it do es no t ap­ 
pear th at he was co nnected with him. 
The cro w ds made a determ ined a t­ 
tem pt to 
lynch 
Allegro , 
who was 
rushed into a ho use and kept there un­ 
til an auto m o bile am bulance esco rted 
by m o unted po lice, transferred him to 
po lice headquarters. 
King Alfo nso was fo rced to tell o f 
what he lightly called "the incident" 
which caused delay to Gueen Victo ria 
and the do w ager queen, M arla C hris­ 
tina, who were greatly alarm ed 
The 
king sm ilingly allayed their fears. 
He had hardly been back in the pal­ 
ace ten m inutes when an im m ense 
clam o r aro se. 
The two squares o n 
which the paL&ce lo o ks were black 
with peo ple o f all classes, desiro us o f 
sho wing their Jo y at the king’s safety 
and their adm iratio n o f his bravery. 
The king went to thq balco ny and ac­ 
kno wledged the cheers, and sto o d bo w­ 
ing to the thro ngs fo r several m inutes.

General Ojeda Escapes Fro m Rebels 
at Naco . 
Naco , Ariz., April 14.—General Pe­ 
dro Ojeda, co m m anding the rem nants 
o f his federal garriso n o f 300 tro o p­ 
ers, co m prising 150 men, at Nao o , So ­ 
no ra. surrendered to the U nited States 
tro o ps o n bo rder patro l here after 
having withsto o d a siege o f the state 
tro o ps which lasted fo r five days and 
in which m o re than half his men were 
killed. 
The surrender was hastened by the 
attack upo n the federal garriso n by 
the band o f Yaqui Indians under Gen­

Obr« » go n, 
co m manding 
state tro o ps, who burst in upo n the 
little garriso n acro ss th e bo rder and 
fo ught vicio usly. 
The dead o n bo th 
sides has been estim ated at 200 and 
the fo rtificatio ns at Nsco . So no ra, are 
veritable slaughter pens. 
Abo ut the 
buildings are strew n mo re than 100 
bo dies, cu t and ho rribly m utilated.

Engine and Three Coaches Jump 


the Track. 


M o ntreal, April 14.—Seven perso ns 
are dead and fifteen were Injured as 
the result o f the derailm ent o f an ex­ 
cursio n train o n the Mo ntreal-Cham- 
bly branch o f the C entral Vermo nt 
railway abo ut fo ur and a half miles 
o ut o f St. I^ahbert. 
The train was carrying abo ut 700 
p&Hsengers, who had taken advantage 
o f the free trip given by a real estate 
firm to pro spective purchasers o f lo ts 
at Albani subdivisio n and were retu rn ­ 
ing to M o ntreal at a speed o f between 
tw enty and thirty m iles an ho ur, when, 
fro m so me cause unkno wn, the engine 
and the three first co aches left the 
rails. 
The telesco ping o f the ends o f the 
derailed co aches caused mo st o f the 
fatulities, nearly all o f which o ccurred 
In the first two cars. 
Escaping steam 
fro m the bo iler o f 
the lo co mo tive, 
which was thro w n o ver o n its side, 
filled the co aches and ham pered pas­ 
sengers in escaping. 
The 
passengers 
fro m 
the 
o ther 
co aches fo rmed a rescue brigade and 
wo rked hard to extricate the dead and 
j injured fro m the w reckage 
Their ef­ 
fo rts were fruitless in the cases o f 
Bo rne o f the 
victim s, who se 
bo dies 
were so firmly wedged in the shat­ 
tered rem ains o f the co aches that it 
to o k a w recking crew ho urs to release 
them .

lungs do no t functio n pro perly. Pro b­ 
ably the resistant and ro bust fiber o f 
the ho ly father may o verco m e this 
danger. 
M eanwhile we can m ake the 
statem ent, which m ust give rise to 
great ho pe, that the co nditio n o f al­ 
bum inuria has disappeared.” 
In the

bulletin« 
issued the 
po pe’s co nditio n was set fo rth as ho pe- 
fuL but it has been lea rned th a t the 
bulletins as prepared by the attending 
phy sicia ns have co me under the cen­ 
so rship o f the papal eye. 


Certain Details Lacking. 
The explanatio n is no w given that 
Do cto rs M arachiafava and Amici em­ 
bo dy in their bulletins all the details 
with reference to the pulse and respi­ 
ratio n, In additkm to o ther patho lo gical 
co nditio n* Tbeee bulletins are sub­ 
mitted to Cardinal Merry del Val and 
when they reached the public they 
lack wba t the papal secretary co nsid­ 
ers unnecessary and undesirable fo r 
publicity. 
T here was an incro uHe in the tem ­ 
perature o f the patient and the fact 
that a large quantity o f disinfectants 
had been bro ught into the sick ap art­

The mo nk Vives Y. Tuto , bro ther 
o f the cardinal, who has been fo r 
so me tim e the co nfesso r o f the po pe, 
entered his ro o m and rem ained there 
fo rty-five 
m in’.tes.

is 
suppo sed 
th a t he co nfessed the po ntiff. 
E xtrao rdinary m easures wo re taken 
by the Vatican autho rities. 
The en­ 
tire Vatican guard was o n duty patro l­ 
ling within and o utside the apo scto lic 
palace. 
At the sam e tim e the Italian 
go vernm ent o rganized a special po lice 
service aro und the Vatican. 


Co ugh Creates Alarm. 


G reat alarm was o ccasio ned when 
the po pe, during a stro ng seaso n o f 
co ughing, em itted a quantity o f blo o d. 
Tho se present tho ught he wa s dying 
and rushed fo r a do cto r and Cardinal 
M erry del Val 
The latter, o n reach­ 
ing the bedside, resto red calm, saying 
th at pro bably the po pe wo uld feel 
g reat relief, as the presence o f tho 
blo o d was do ubtless due to the rup­ 
ture o f sm all vessels in the thro at. 
T here was ano ther alarm . 
T hat o c­ 
curred 
at 
St. P eter’s 
A 
hundred 
Po lish pilgrim s, led by their bisho p, 
w ere within the basilica when they 
heard the so und o f many bells. T hink­ 
ing th at this was the anno uncem ent 
o f the death o f the po pe they gath­ 
ered aro und the bisho p and into ned 
prayer fo r the dead 
The po pe's sisters and niece dro ve 
to the Vatican and the iK>pe, o bserv­ 
ing unm istakable signs 
o f weeping, 
said in the Venetian dialect: “ Do n’t 
cry so much. 
It is true I am ill, but 
let us ho pe in Go d " 
Since he becam e w eaker it has been 
rem arked that the po ntiff speaks o nly 
in Venetian, even with tho se who are 
no t so fam iliar with th at dialect.

KING ALFONSO 
HAS CLOSE CALL 


Anarchist Fires Three Shots at 


Spanish Ruler. 


MONARCH DISPLAYS COURAGE 


W hile King Alfonso and His Staff Are 


Out Riding Assailant Springs Sud­ 


denly 
From 
Sidewalk 
and 
Opens 


Fire— King Forces His Horse to Rear 


Quickly 
and 
Thus 
Escapes— Man 


Overpowered A fter Desperate Strug­ 


gle. 


Madrid, April 
14.— For 
the third 
time In his reign K ing Alfonso narrow­ 
ly escaped being the victim of an an­ 
archist attempt against his life. Thr«e 
shots were fired at the king In the 
streets of the capital by a native of 
Barcelona, 
Rafael 
Sanchez Allegro, 
who was overpowered immediately. 
King Alfonso owes his est ape to his 
own courage, quickness and skilled 
horsemanship. 
Accompanied by his 
staff he was riding along the Galle de- 
Alcala, returning from the ceremony 
of swearing in recruits, when a man 
sprang from the sidewalk and seized 
the bridle of the king's horse with one 
hand, 
presenting 
a 
revolver 
point 
blank with the other. 
The king, 
realizing the situation, 
with lightning rapidity dug his spurs 
Into 
his horse, 
which 
reared. 
His 
quickness saved his life. 
The bullet, 
instead of burying itself in the king’s 
breast, struck the horse on the neck 
and so close was it that the king's 
left hand glove was blackened by the 
powder discharge. 
Before the assailant was able to pull 
the trigger again a secret service man 
sprang upon’him. The two men fell to 
the ground, locked in each other’s 
arms, struggling furiously. 
The as­ 
sassin managed to free his revolver 
arm and fired two more shots in rapid 
succession, but the officer knocked his 
arm aside and the bullets flew harm­ 
lessly through the air. 
At the sound of the first shot the 
king's staff forced their horses on the 
sidewalk and made a ring around the 
Assassin, who fought fiercely in the 
grip of four policemen before he was 
overpowered and handcuffed. 


King Gives M ilitary Salute. 


K ing Alfonso, as soon as he saw that 
the man had been secured, raised him­ 
self in the stirrups, turned to the 
crowd, 
gave a 
m ilitary salute 
and 
shouted in a ringing voice: 
“ Long Live Spain.” 
He then dismounted and reassured 
his staff, saying: 
" It is nothing, gentlemen." 
Then uprose a mighty roar from the 
w ildly 
enthusiastic 
masses, 
which 
roiled along in great wastes of sound 
all the way as the king rode to the 
palace, cool, collected and smiling. 
A spectator, a pensioner royal hal­ 
berdier, pushed forward 
b o 
impetu­ 
ously to offer his congratulations to 
the monarch that he was mistaken for 
another assassin and 
was arrested. 
H e was released as soon as the mis­ 
take was discovered. A young French­ 
man, who was standing beside Allegro, 
was also arrested, but it does not ap­ 
pear that he was connected with him. 
The crowds made a determined at­ 
tempt 
to 
lynch 
Allegro, 
who 
was 
rushed into a house and kept there un­ 
til an automobile ambulance escorted 
by mounted police, transferred him to 
police headquarters. 
King Alfonso was forced to tell of 
what he lightly called “ the incident” 
which caused delay to Gueen Victoria 
and the dowager queen, M aria Chris­ 
tina, who were greatly alarmed. 
The 
king sm ilingly allayed their fears. 
He had hardly been back in the pal­ 
ace ten minutes when an immense 
clam or arose. 
The two squares on 
which the palace looks were black 
with people of all classes, desirous of 
showing their joy at the king’s safety 
and their admiration of his bravery. 
The king went to thq balcony and ac­ 
knowledged the cheers, and stood bow­ 
ing to the throngs for several minutes.

Montreal, April 14.— Seven persons 
are dead and fifteen were injured as 
the result of the derailm ent of an ex­ 
cursion train on the Montreal-Cham- 
bly branch of the Central Vermont 
railw ay about four and a half miles 
out of 8t.

point to the utmost gravity of the 
pope’s condition. The fever and cough 
are giving cause for great alarm. The 
Impression 
bas gained 
ground that 
the tracheal bronchitis had developed 
into pneumonia. 
W h ile not absolutely 
denying 
this Professor 
Marchiafavs 
said: 


"A t the present time it coukl not 
properly be 
called 
pneumonia; 
but 
with tracheal bronchitis sometimes the 
lungs do not function properly. Prob­ 
ably the resistant and robust fiber of 
the holy father may overcome this 
danger. 
Meanwhile we can make the 
statement, which must give rise to 
great hope, that the condition of al­ 
buminuria has disappeared." 
In the 
two 
bullet!ne 
issued the 
pope’s condition was set forth as hope­ 
ful, hut it has been learned that the 
bulletins as prepared by the attending 
physicians have come under the cen­ 
sorship of the papal eye. 


Certain Details Lacking, 


The explanation is now given that 
Doctors M arachiafava and Am ici em­ 
body In their bulletins all the details 
with reference to the pulse and respi­ 
ration, in addition to other pathological 
conditione 
Those bulletins are sub­ 
mitted to Cardinal M erry del V al and 
when they reached the public they 
lack what the papal secretary consid­ 
ers unnecessary and undesirable for 
publicity. 
There was an increase In the tem­ 
perature of the patient and the fact 
that a large quantity of disinfectants 
had been brought into the sick apart­ 
ment was considered as an indication 
that 
bronchitis 
had developed 
into 
pneumonia. 
The monk Vives Y. Tuto, brother 
of the cardinal, who has been for 
some time the confessor of the pope, 
entered his room and remained there 
forty-five 
minutes.

that he confessed the pontiff. 
Extraordinary measures were taken 
by the Vatican authorities. 
The en­ 
tire Vatican guard was on duty patrol­ 
ling within and outside the aposctolic 
palace. 
At the same time the Italian 
government organized a special police 
service around the Vatican. 


Cough Creates Alarm . 


Great alarm was occasioned when 
the pope, during a strong season of 
coughing, emitted a quantity of blood. 
Those present thought he was dying 
and rushed for a doctor and Cardinal 
M erry del Val 
The latter, on reach­ 
ing the bedside, restored calm, saying 
that probably the pope would feel 
great relief, as the presence of tho 
blood was doubtless due to the rup­ 
ture of small vessels in the throat. 
There was another alarm. 
That oc­ 
curred 
at 
St. Peter’s 
A 
hundred 
Polish pilgrims, led by their bishop, 
were within the basilica when they 
heard the sound of many bells. T hink­ 
ing that this was the announcement 
of the death of the pope they gath­ 
ered around the bishop and Intoned 
prayer for the dead. 
The pope’s sisters and niece drove 
to the Vatican and the pope, observ­ 
ing unmistakable signs of weeping, 
said in the Venetian dialect: "D on’t 
cry so much. 
It is true I am ill, but 
let us hope in God.” 
Since he became weaker it has teen 
remarked that the pontiff speaks only 
in Venetian, even with those who are 
not so fam iliar with that dialect.

in the Matanuska valley, Alaska. 
Disputes over the methods of coal 
claim locators caused the coal lands to 
be withdrawn from entry during Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s last administration. 
Frost and his associates were indict­ 
ed M arch 16,1911, in the United States 
district court here, charged with con­ 
spiracy to obtain control of sixty-four 
coal locations by means of "dummy 
entrymen.” 
The government asserted 
that the 
railroad promoters 
caused 
stenographers and other employes to 
apply for coal lands with the purpose 
of turning the entire group over to 
Frost. 
The verdict, while a vindication of 
the business methods of the defend­ 
ants, does not open the way for the 
completion of the railroad, as the coal 
lands still are withdrawn from entry 
and will remain so until released by 
the department of the interior.

free wool forces as their ally, has in­ 
formed members of the finance com­ 
mittee and has stated publicly that 
he favors the free wool program and 
w ill actively uphold the president’* 
course as to this schedule. 
Republican members of the house 
ways and means committee who had 
no part In preparing the Underwood 
bill are now working on substitute 
cotton and wool schedules, which they 
w ill offer as soon as the tariff is taken 
up in tho house. 
These will be simi­ 
lar to the Republican substitutes of­ 
fered in the last congress, which pro­ 
posed a general reduction in the tar­ 
iff, but maintained protection for the 
manufacturers and wool growlers.

The board decides what is to be done, 
bud in a general way, how it is to be 
done, then the commissioner of pub­ 
lic works carries out the mandate. 
laical public improvements paid 
for by special assessment are also 
in tho hands of the commissioner of 
public works. 
He makes the prelim­ 
inary estimates upon which the ord­ 
ers are founded, and reports the costs 
which are made the basis of the as­ 
sessments. 
Probably the officer most closely 
akin, is the commissioner of public 
utilities, a new officer in St. Paul, 
and a new officer in any city, if one 
considers the rank given him. 
He is 
a councilman assigned to the task. 
This commissioner in St. Paul is the 
executive head of the water board 
under the new charter. 
He also has 
charge of public lighting, now in the 
hands of the board of public works. 
He will look after public markets 
and public wharves. 
Then it is made 
his duty to su pervise the activities 
of private companies furnishing pub­ 
lic utility services to the people of St. 
Paul. 
It looks as though the tine was 
fast approaching when cities would 
have to meet in an effective way tneir 
public utility problems, 
and 
we 
judged that it would be well to pre­ 
pare for that contingency with a de­ 
partment having a knowledge of de­ 
tails and an organization to look after 
the interests of the city. 
This officer is also given supervi­ 
sion over city testing laboratories so 
th a t he may test materials used by 
the city and see that they are up to 
grade. 
The city chemist is placed in 
his department. 
He has a force of 
inspectors which may be 
used 
in* 
checking up the work of other depart­ 
ments at the request of other officers 
whose duty it is to see that inspec­ 
tions are made,
